Entezam, flew from Washington late today. only. to find Mr Jacob Malik 
of Russia too ill to discuss the new Communist cease-fire proposal with 


him. 


The Iranian diplomat found a message waiting at his New York office 


from Mr Malik’s secretary informing him: that the chief of the Soviet 
delegation was “indisposed” at his retreat at Glen Cove, Long Island. The 
note said Mr Malik would call Mr Entezam on Tuesday to arrange a meet- 


ing. 


-’ The Entezam-Malik session was expected to clarify the proposal for 


an immediate cease-fire in Korea with the withdrawal of all troops from 


' the 88th Parallel. 


: ‘Mr Malik’s illness appeared genuine. He left his: New York office at 
midday and retired to the former Morgan estate which the Russians rent at 
Glen Cove. The burly Russian is known to suffer from a chronio heart ailment. 


Tt was disclosed today that Mr 
Malik had reserved o booking on 
the Swedish lMner Gripsholm, 
sajiing on July 6, to travel to 
Russia via the Murmansk route, 

This disclosure threw cold 
water on rising optimism about 
pence at the United Nations but 
it wos reealled that Mr: Malilc 
booked o similar passage last 
year—causing speculation that 

ussia might leave the world 
organisatton—and cancelled it to 
assume the presidency ‘of the 
Security Council in August,

Since 
the coming of the steamship and 
cariicr, that obligation has been 
met and, in the comlng of ‘war, 
an instrument essential to victory 
has twice beon placed at the 
nation's disposal by tts 
shipowners. In its report a ycar 
ago, the association sald that 
the level at which taxation was 
being imposed was such as 
gravely to imperil the future 
cnpability of the industry to per- 
form this essential duty. 

The losses of ships by war risks

REPLACEMENT GAP 
Allowances for depreciation 
and interest in requisition rates

NO ANSWER 


The answer that the Revenue 
Authorities have fram time to 
time made to those contentions 
on the part of the shipping in- 
dustry is that shipping as an 
individual industry has no special 
tlalm to tax relief on carnings 
set aside for replacement of -the 
tools of its trado and that its 
propositions, apply and 
must de aphlied to industry ag 
o whole, This appears to the 
association to be no answer at 
oll, If the statement is truc that 
maintenance of: the nresent in-
